June -August,  1950 


Employment  in  Ontario’s  non-agricultural  industries  in  June  was  2.2$  above  the  corre¬ 
sponding  month  last  year  and  stood  3*0$  higher  than  May,  1950.  These  increases  represent 
largest  gains  recorded  to  date  this  year.  Employment  in  MANUFACTURING  as  a  whole  was 
r8$  above  last  year  and  fractionally  higher  than  May.  The  largest  increases  over  the  year 
were  registered  in  ELECTRICAL  APPARATUS  (7.1$)  and  CHEMICALS  (4.4$).  Compared  with  the 
previous  month,  employment  in  LUMBER  PRODUCTS  showed  the  greatest  increase  (6.2$).  In  the 
remaining  industries  substantial  jumps  in  employment  over  the  year  were  shown  in  CONSTRUCTION 
(11,7$)  and  COMMUNICATIONS  (6.1$).  LOGGING  was  only  5 .6$  below  last  year  and  43.5$  above 
May.  The  improvement  shown  in  the  overall  employment  picture  this  month  may  thus  be  attri¬ 
buted  chiefly  to  increased  activity  in  construction  and  logging. 


MANUFACTURING  employment  by  regions  is  shown  in  Table  2,  pages  3  and  4. 

UNEMPLOYMENT  statistics  reveal  a  current  total  of  jobless  persons  numbering  40,505 
as  of  July  27,  1950.  This  compares  with  slightly  over  3^,000  last  year  ut  this  time.

Employment  increased  in  twelve  of  the  eighteen  economic  regions  of  the  Province 
over  the  month,  the  most  substantial  rises  taking  place  in  the  Border,  Highlands, 
Sault  and  Nickel  Range  zones.  Compared  with  June  last  year,  the  greatest  expansion 
was  indicated  in  the  Border  zone  while  the  largest  drop  in  employment  occurred  in 
the  Quinte  area. 


|  Payrolls  took  substantial  jumps  over  the  month  in  the  Border  and  Highlands  areas, 

while  a  drop  of  39  points  was  shown  in  the  Quinte  zone.  Compared  with  the  volume  of  payrolls 

last  year  at  this  time  the  Border  and  Kawartha  areas  showed  jumps  of  84  and  64  points., 
respectively  while  Quinte  dropped  approximately  68  points  over  the  same  period. 

Average  weekly  wages  and  salaries  showed  outstanding  increases  over  the  year 
in  the  Border  ($6.42),  Kawartha  Lakes  ($5.13)  and  Niagara  ($4.34)  zones.

Employment  increased  in  four  of  the  Province’s  mining  regions  over  the  month 
and  declined  in  two.  Total  payrolls,  however,  declined  in  four  areas  and  average 
weekly  earnings  in  all  areas  except  the  Border  zone. 

Compared  with  June  last  year,  the  most  significant  expansion  was  noted  in  the 
Sault  zone  where  employment  jumped  12  points,  payrolls  65  points  and  average  weekly 
earnings  increased  by  $7.28.

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Statistics  Relating  to  Unemployment  -  July  27 ,  1950 


During  the  month  ending  July  27,  1950,  the  number  of  persons  registered 
as  unemployed  declined  by  over  10,000  to  a  total  of  40,505*  A  year  ago  (i.e. 

July  28,  1949)  the  total  was  38,117  or  about  2,000  fewer  than  the  current  figure, 
liis  difference  between  unemployment  last  year  and  this  has  narrowed  from  over 
37,000  at  the  end  of  March  this  year. 

Improved  employment  conditions  are  largely  a  reflection  of  the  current  in¬ 
crease  in  activity  in  the  logging  and  construction  industries.  The  imminence 
of  world-wide  hostilities  and  the  resultant  programme  of  preparedness  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  operate  to  further  heighten  employment  activity  in  the  immediate  future. 


All  zones  of  the  Province  except  one  (Upper  St.  Lawrence)  showed  decreases 
in  unemployment  over  the  month,  the  largest  numerical  drops  occurring  in  the 
Metropolitan  (4,691),  Burlington  (936)  and  Lakehead  (786)  areas.  In  one  zone, 
viz.,  Nickel  Range,  unfilled  vacancies  actually  exceeded  unplaced  applicants.

NOTE:  The  value  of  construction  projects  approved  as  shown  in  the  above  table 
covers  the  whole  field  of  manufacturing  and,  in  addition,  all  commercial 
building  Involving  two  stories  or  over.  Building  related  to  agriculture, 
logging  and  mining  is  not  included  in  the  above  statistics. 

An  accurate  picture  of  the  increase  in  the  value  of  construction  projects 
from  1939  to  1950  would  have  to  take  into  account  the  increase  in  building 
costs  over  the  period.  The  index  of  the  prices  of  building  materials  (D.B.S., 
1926=100)  jumped  from  89.7  in  1939  to  207.3  in  the  first  six  months  of  1950, 
an  increase  of  131%.  Thus,  while  the  increase  in  dollar  value  of  construction 
projects  for  Ontario  as  a  whole  Increased  over  six  times,  the  physical  volume 
of  construction  actually  increased  less  than  three  times.
